ice, and Judge Charles L. Estep of 
Logan, W. Va., before a Senate-com- 
mittee. Interrupting Estep's testimony 
Murray hotly deriiid that the United 
Mine .Workers* caused- the trouble,

in opposition to the Davis-Kelly bil 
for federal regulation of bituminou 
mining. He contended the collective 
aargaining provisions of the me'asur 
would allow the United Mine Workers 
to dominate the industry and said:

Harris Convicted 


of Smith Murder 


Grandson of Civil Wa 


Governor in State Is 


Found Guilty 


MEMPHIS, Tenn.-(/P) —Isham G 


Harris, namesake and great grandso 
of Tennessee's Civil war 
governoi 


Friday night was convicted of firs 
degree murder for the death of J. I 
Smith, 64. James Callis, tried will 
Harris, was acquitted. 


The jury recommended that Har- 


ris' punishment be fixed at life im- 
prisonment. 


In accordance with regular proce- 


dure in Tennessee, Harris will not ba 
sentenced until his motion for a new 
trial has beon heard. Judge Phil Wal- 
lace set that hearing for June 8. 


Harris once before was sentenced to 


20 years imprisonment upon convic- 
tion for murder. After serving several 
years of the term he was pardoned by 
Governor Alfred Taylor, a friend of 
Harris' great grandfather. 


Harris had based his defense on a 


claim for immunity under the "un- 
written law. During his trial Mrs. 
Harris testified that Smith, an alderly 
farmer, and Smith's nephew had stop- 
ped her car and assaulted her. 


The state presented testimony and 


guinea admissions from Mrs. Harris 
that before her last marriage, her 
third, her character was not gpod. She 
said she was under the influence of 
liquor at the time of the alleged as- 
sault. 


In argument Friday, Assistant At- 


torney General Sam D. Campbell pic- 
tured Harris as "a rum-soaked killer, 
seized at time with a fiendish lust to 
kill." 


Harris had testified that Callis was 


with him when Smith was abducted 
frcm his home and shot to death be- 
tide a country road. He also said 
Callis killed a negro for whose death 
both have been indicted'. 


Callis denied both charges. He said 


he was at Harris' home asleep when 
the two men were killed.

to me—officially," 
said 
Prosecutor 


Anthony M. Hauck Jr. Friday after- 
noon. "A plea of non vult would be 
welcome, from an economic standpoint, 
but a trial would have the advantage 
of showing up in detail this gigantic 
hoax that caused so much woe." 


Curtis, it was said, is co'nsid'ering the 


plea because he feels he Was not guil- 
ty of a crime, but only of a "colossal 
stupidity spurred on by n feverish 
imagination produced 
by financial 


reverses,"

Governor Announces Plan 


to Aid Unemployed Is 


Being Perfected 


TUCKAHOE, N. Y. — (ff)— 
Gov. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt announced Fri- 
day a plan whereby New York state'* 
unemployed would be assister by re- 
turning them to the "good earth." 


The governor told Westchester coun- 


ty Democrats of the temporary relief 
administration's plan for "subsistence 
larrm-.' Numbering the jobless at 10 
per cent of the population, he ex- 
piained that dependent families from 
cities and towns, especially those with 
agricultural 
experience, 
would 
be 


transferred to the land. 


"The plan, to be financed by state 


and local relief funds seems to me 
to bs a profoundly significant one," 
he said, "because it is a bold step for- 
ward towards alleviating the critical 
situation of some of those who have 
suffered so devastatingly in this de- 
pression. It is a plan that can give to 
some, a foothold and confidence again 
in a civilization which has 
hurled 


them as a machine does parts of a 
bolt." 


The administration authorized every 


public welfare commissioner in the 
slate today to place as many families 
ai. possible on the farms, he con- 
tinued, and to pay for rent, tools, seed 
and household necessities. He said 
1'amilieL- already had been taken care 
of.

CONGRESSMAN MAAS of Minnesota seems to have poppec} 
\* to the surface with a very bright 5dea,,> 
v V;1;,•Sj*^-^^^^ 
He has proposed that the office of postmaster be aoof* 


iahed in all cities where postal receipts run over $18,000 a 
year. In that way, he says, the government will save no less 
than $10,000,000 a year. 


He explains his proposal as follows: 
First class postmasters, and many second class post- 
masters as well, he says, are almost all political campaign 
worker. They get their job because they have served the 
dominant party. The actual work of running their offices is 
done by an assistant postmaster or superintendent of mails, 
who is a civil service employe. 


Consequently, Mr. Maas suggests that the postmasters 


be dispensed with. The postoffices would be run just as they 
are run now, and the taxpayers would be relieved of the 
necessity of rewarding faithful political hacks. 
It sounds like a pretty fair sort of idea. .

Later he with, 
drew the request to await outcome of 
negotiations for an agreement to vote 
on the bill of Senator McNary, Repub- 
lican , Oregon, proposing the equaliza- 
tion fee, export debentures and a do- 
mestic allotment plan to insure pro. 
duction cost prices on crops America 
notds. 


Nye said that unless a program was 


agreed to he would demand a vote 
before adjournment on that measure 
and the proposal of Seantor 
Frazier, 


Republican, North Dakota, to refi- 
nance, at one and one-half per cent 
interest, all farm debts. 


The Agriculture Committee, report- 


ing on the McNary bill, which is ad. 
coated by the National Grange, Na- 
tional Farmers' Union and the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, recom- 
mended that it be adopted. 


The marketing act, the report said, 


had not been as "effective as is to be 
desired" in dealing with the question 
of surpluses.

would require no price fixing by the 
government or federal handling of
